A Nazi drive into the rich Soviet 
Ukraine appeared to be gaining mo- 
mentum today and the British ex- 
pressed fears for the fate of the 
Black Sea port of Odessa. 


Moscow, however, reported that | 
the 20th German division had been 
cut to pieces by a fierce counter of- 
fensive of Soviet infantry and ar- 
mored forces. 


The 20th division first was men- 
tioned in Soviet communiques yes- 
terday when it was said that two of 
its regiments, the 112th and 59th 
had suffered severe losses in an en- 
counter with Russian forces led 
by Commander Domrachev along 
the River “L.” Today Moscow re- | 
ported that the battle had gone on 
until the Germans were able to save 
only 40 tanks of the entire divi- 
sion, possibly comprising a force 
of 400 tanks. 

The Germans said they have start- 
od to crash through Ukraine again 
at blitzkrieg pact. The high com- 
mand reported the capture of a 
Russian force of 30,000 men and 
the commander and staff of the 6th 
Soviet army southeast of Uman, key 
communications center between 
Kiev and Odessa. 


The Germans also claimed to have 
driven a wedge through Estonia to 
the Gulf of Finland, isolating the 
Soviet forces defending Tallinn from 
all except sea communications with 
the main Russian defense armies 
around Leningrad. 


Mystery arose over the bombing 
of Berlin during the night. The 
Nazi high command said the capital 
was bombed and inferred that the 
raid was carried out by “individual” 
British planes. However, London 
said flatly that no British planes 
were over the Nazi capital in the

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Treasury Secretary First 

Witness As Senate Finance 

Committee Hearings Open 
By LOUIS J. SCHAEFLE 


WASHINGTON, (lP}—Secretary of 
Treasury Henry Morgenthau, Jr., 
today asked for a “substantial low- 
ering” of personal income tax ex- 
emptions and urged restoration of 
the tax bill’s original $3,500,000,000 
goal. 

Testifying before the senate fi- 
nance committee, Morgenthau de- 
Clared it was of utmost necessity 
that all exemptions from taxation 
be reduced to the “absolute mini- 
mum.” 


He was the first senate witness on 
the tax bill, which the house passed 
in a form that was about $300,000,- 
000 short of the desired total. 


Morgenthau asked for an “all 
out” defense tax program that 
would tap additional sources that 
have ability to pay. 

This program, he said, would give 
millions of Americans in the lower 
income groups an opportunity — “a 
welcome opportunity’—to make a 
direct contribution to defense 
through taxes. ; 

His recommendation for lower 
personal exemptions followed a last- 
minute plea to the house by Pres- 
ident Roosevelt for such action a 
week ago. The house ignored the 
suggestion. Mr. Roosevelt asked that 
the exemption for married persons 
be reduced from $2,000 to $1,500, and 
that for single persons from $800

SENATE APPROVES ARMY 
SERVICE EXTENSION, 
FAVORS PAY RAISE 


WASHINGTON, (lP)—Leaders to- 
day thought that the army service 
extension legislation is in greater 
danger of being defeated in the: 
house than any major administra- | 
tion measure since the outbreak of 
the European war. 

The senate approved the measure 
45 to 30 last night, extending the | 
service of selectees, national guards- | 
men and reservists to 30 months in 
all. 

It also adopted an amendment 
which raises the pay of all army 
men $10 a month after they have 
completed 12 months of service. For 
Selectees and national guardsmen 
this would be an automatic pay 
raise of $10 a month after they com- 
plete their present one-year terms 
of service. For regular army troops 


| it would be a raise at the beginning 
e@jof their second year of enlistment. 


Officials estimated that the provi- 
sion would cost $171,780,000 addi-: 
tional annually. _ Basic army pay 
now is $21 a month for the first 
three months and $30 thereafter. 

A final vote is expected on Mon- 
day. 

A canvass has shown that a max- 
imum of 20 Republicans could be 
expected to vote for the proposal, 
but approximately 60 Democrats 
may vote against it. If virtually the 
entire membership votes, the leader- 
ship could expect the measure to 
pass, 225 to 205. Seldom are there 
400 votes on a roll call.

son who bows down obsequiously 
before the rich man, but slights 
the poor. Rich men are not nec- 
essarily evil, of course. They may 
be as good as those who are poor. 
But they should not be given un- 
due privileges merely because they 
are wealthy. And James reminds 
his readers that there are rich 
men who oppress and cheat the 
poor. 

“If ye fulfil the royal law ac- 
cording to the scripture, Thou 
shalt love thy neighbor as thy- 
self, ye do well.” 


Sympathy Not Enough 

Again, it is not enough to be 
Sympathetic to those poorer than 
yourselves, those who are in want. 
To say to those in need, “Depart 
in peace, be ye warmed and filled,” 
without giving them the things 
that they need will not profit us. 
“Even so, faith, if it hath not 
works, is dead.” 

Abraham had faith, he reminds 
us, but when the time came, he 
was willing even to sacrifice his 
own son, to show that “faith 
wrought with his works.” 


In chapter three he speaks of 
the power of the tongue for evil 


He reminds us that we put bits 
into horses’ mouths and guide 
these large beasts by the small bit. 
Great ships, too, are guided and 
turned by a small helm. The tongue 
is a little bit of the body, yet 
what trouble it can make for us! 
Every kind of beast has been 
tamed by man, but his own 
tongue, few men can tame. 

“Out of the same mouth pro- 
ceedeth blessing and cursing. My 
brethren, these things ought not 
so to be.” “Who is a wise man and 
endued with knowledge among 
you? let him shew out of a good 
conversation his’ works with 
meekness of wisdom.” 

“Bitter envying and strife in 
your hearts’ are the cause of 
wars, says James. “Ye kill, and 
desire to have, and cannot ob- 
tain; ye fight and war, yet ye 
have not, because ye ask not.” 

Isn't that true? “For where 
envying and strife is, there is con- 
fusion and every evil work. 

“But the wisdom that is from 
above is first pure, then peaceful, 
gentle and easy to be intreated, 
full of mercy and good fruits, 
without partiality, and without 
hypocrisy. 

“And the fruit of righteousness 


IF YOU were to take one single 
book from the Bible as your guide 
for Christian living, you could do 
no better than to use the book of 
James. It contains only five chap- 
ters, but in it are all the necessary 
rules for living the good life. 

There is a disagreement among 
Bible students as to the author's 
identity. Many think this James 
is the brother of Jesus, and cer- 
tain it is that his message is very 
like that of Jesus. It is the Ser- 
mon on the Mount in a little dif- 
ferent guise. It is thought the 
epistle was written earlier than 
that of St. Paul, or the Acts, 
around A. D. 51, and possibly 
earlier. 

It is directed to the “twelve 
tribes which are scattered 
abroad,” meaning the Jewish 
Christians, not the Gentiles. St. 
James says in the beginning of 
his epistle that a Christian should 
be glad when he is assailed by 
temptation, for temptation tries 
his faith, which works for pa- 
tience, or we might say that by 
resisting temptation he gains 
strength. 


When We Lack Wisdom 

Are we troubled as to our prob- 
lems? Do we lack wisdom? Let 
us ask God for help, having faith 
that He will show us the right 
way. 

“Every good gift and every per- 
fect gift is from above, and com- 

|eth from the Father of Lights, 
with whom there is no variable-

That is a verse to memorize and 
repeat when your hearts are trou- 
bled, is it not? 

“Let every man be swift to 
hear, slow to speak, slow to 
wrath.”
